BEING PAID TO THE IMPORTANT DIPLOMATIC PHASE REPRESENTED BY 
HENRY KISSINGER'S NEW MIDEAST VISIT... THE GENERAL BELIEF 
IS THAT MULTIPLICATION OF INCIDENTS AND SUBSEQUENT AGGRAVATION 
OF THE SITUATION...NATURALLY, NO ONE IS EXPECTING A KISSINGER 
MIRACLE' BUT THE ARABS DID NOT LOSE HOPES OF SEING THE 
CHIEF OF U.S. DIPLOMACY OBTAIN TEL AVIV CONCESSIONS WHICH 
WOULD ALLOW THE ARABS TO SAFEGUARD THEIR PRESTIGE..." SAME 
PAPER'S CORRESPONDENT IN TEL AVIV, NELSON SANTOS,SAYS: " 

THE U.S.IS MUCH MORE ACTIVE IN DIPLOMATIC NEGOTIATIONS THAN 
THE USSR... NEXT WEEK KISSINGER WILL BE VISITING MANY ARAB 
CAPITALS IN ORDER TO MAKE THE LAST ARRANGEMENTS BEFORE THE 
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ESTABLISH TROOP DISENGAGEMENT AS A CONDITION EOR THE PEACE 
TALKS DESPITE THE NECESSITY FOR SUCH A DISENGAGEMENT TO PREVENT 
NEW EIGHTING BETWEEN THE CONELICTING PARTIES. IE MUCH EIGHTING 
OCCURS, IT MAY BE IMPOSSIBLE TO OPEN THE GENEVA PEACE CONFERENCE. 
... A FAILURE IN GENEVA WOULD ALSO REPRESENT A EAILURE OE THE 
SUPERPOWERS AND WOULD IMMEDIATELY RESULT IN REOPENING OF THE 
MIDEAST CONELICT..."(DECEMBER 6). 

(B) O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO EDITORIAL COMMENTS ON NEW DUTCH 
MIDEAST POLICY: "...HOLLAND YELPED TO THE ARABS' BLACKMAIL 
NOT ONLY BECAUSE OE PETROLEUM, BU ALSO BECAUSE IT LACKED 
EUROPEAN SUPPORT...TRYING TO SAVE THE COUNTRY'S DIGNITY, 

THE DUTCH EORMIN SAID THE NATION'S POSITION HAS NOT
